, and be married democratically at a regis 
c's office. In that part of the United King- 
ealled Scotland, he may be married by « 
chemith, or anybody else; and in fact, so 
«y is the affair there, that it is more ditiealt 
tell what does net coustitute a marriage in 
otlend than what dees. Im any case, there 
not the least difficulty in getting the work

Youatt says :—: The bars occasionally swell 
and rise te a level with and even beyond the 
edge of the teeth.

This is called the Lampas. It may arise from 
inflammation of the gums, propagate to the 
bars, when the horse is shedding his tecth—and 
young horses are more subject to it than others 
—or from some «light febrile tendency im the 
constitution gencrally: as when a voung horse 
has lately bees taken up from grass, and has 
been over-fed of not sufficiently exereised. At 
times, tt appears in aged horses; fer the pro- 
gress of growth tn the teeth of the horse ts con- 
tinued during the whole lite of the animal. In 
a majority of cases, the swelling will soon sab- 
side without medical treatment, er afew mashes 
and gentle elicratives will relieve the animal 
A few slight incisions across the bare with « 
lancet of pen knife will relieve the inflammation 
and cause the swelling to subside imdecd this 
cantestion of the berm in Lempas er sokiom 
harm, although it is far from being se neces 
sary as is supposed. The brutal custom of 
the farrier, who scars and burns down the 
bar with red het iron, is most objectionable. it 
is torturing the horse t no purpose, am! ren- 
dering that part callous, on the delicate senmsi- 
bility of whieh all the safety and pleasure of 
riding and driving depend.
